The coin of which you sent me a cast 

witah served as the model for the seal of the New 

York Classical Club is a stater of the city of Thurium, 
a Greek colony in southern Italy, fotinded in 443 not ~ 
far from the ruins of Sybaris. The obverse of this 
coin is occupied by a head of Athena, a choice probably 
dictated by the circumstance that Thurium was in large 
measure founded by colonists from Athens. ‘The wreathed 
and crested helmet is of the type associated with early 
issues of the city and most probably struck between 425 
and 400 B. GC. If this gives you the informtion you 
desire, I stall be very happy - if it fails, please do 
not hesitate to call upon m.
